Home rehabbing program 
receives hefty grant

WILMINGTON - When the Board 
of Selectmen met on December 11, 
Chairman Michael Newhouse 
announced some news that should 
please local residents who need bet- 
ter heat in their homes or have 
grown tired of placing pans under- 
neath the water dripping through 
the leaks in their ceilings. 

Thanks to a grant in the amount 
of approximately $600,000, the Town 
of Wilmington will be able to con- 
tinue its housing rehabilitation pro- 
gram well into the year 2001. The 
money has been awarded to the 
community by the _ state’s 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development, which 
has provided the town with a feder- 
al Community Development Block 
Grant. 

Said Newhouse, “The grant round 


was very competitive, and 
Wilmington was vying against 
dozens of other communities for 
these funds. The Board of 
Selectmen is pleased that the town 
can assist 27 more Wilmington fam- 
ilies to rehabilitate their homes.” 

The town’s housing rehabilitation 
program is a moderate one, offer- 
ing opportunities to residents who 
would like to replace roofs and heat- 
ing systems in their homes, 
upgrade electrical wiring and 
plumbing, repair porches and other 
rooms, and address building code 
violations once and for all. 

Planning and Conservation 
Director Lynn Duncan sees great 
opportunities in the six figures that 
have come Wilmington’s way. 

“This grant award is exciting news 
for the town,” says Duncan. “In 
addition to helping additional fami-

MCAS Analysis 


Grade 4 shines, grades 8 
and 10 need improvement

WILMINGTON - At its December 
13 meeting, A 
Superintendent Dr. Lore } 
presented to the School Committee. 
the School Department's prelimi- 
nary analysis of Wilmington’s latest 
MCAS scores, which were made 
known on November 17 

“This is a moving target,” said Dr. 
Nielsen of the ongoing process of 
developing a comprehensive report 
of the test scores, “but this is where 
we are on December 13th.” 

Dr. Neilsen stated that ten MCAS 
exams were administered this year: 
tests in mathematics and science 
and English in grades four, eight 
and ten, and one test in Social 
Studies in grade eight only. 

Of the ten tests, the average 
scores of students in the 
Wilmington School System exceed- 
ed the state’s average scores in 
eight of the exams, by a spread of 
one to six scale points. The results 
of eighth graders in the math por- 
tion of the MCAS exam matched the 
state’s average. 

According to Dr. Nielsen, the stu- 
dents of Wilmington performed 
poorer than the state average in one 
test only, the eighth grade Science 
and Technology exam. 

The secret weapon behind such 
results? | Wilmington’s fourth 
graders, who performed excellently 
in all areas. 

There are four categories by 
which MCAS results are ranked: 
failing; needs improvement; profi- 
cient; and advanced. 

At the eighth grade level, there 
were fewer students ranked as “pro- 
ficient” and “advanced” than there 
were in the state average. In fact, it 
was only on the English exam that 
eighth graders exceeded the aver- 
age performances of the state's 
eighth grade population as a whole. 
On the science exam, eighth 
graders had a failing rate that was 
higher than the state’s average on 
that subject. 

“The science curriculum is an 
issue to us,” admitted Dr. Neilsen. 

The situation was the same at the 
tenth grade level, where 
Wilmington sophomores exceeded 
scores in the state average in only 
the English exam, as well. 

Said Dr. Nielsen, “The fourth 
graders’ results are where we'd like 
to be on all three levels.” 

Overall, it was the fourth grade 
science MCAS exam results that 
showed the strongest performance 
levels. Eighty-two percent of 


Wilmington fourth graders scored 
in the “proficient” and “advanced” 
levels on that part of the MCAS. 

Across the fourth, eighth and 
tenth grade levels, though, it was on 
the English exams that students 
fared the best. Such results are 
consistent with those of the state, as 
well 

Following the English exam, stu- 
dents in Wilmington performed sec- 
ond best in mathematics, with sci- 
ence and eighth grade history and 
social studies showing test scores 
on the lower tiers. 

It was the subject of science that 
troubled Dr. Nielsen the most. 

“How can kids be so well-perform- 
ing in science in the fourth grade, 
and then see that kind of drop in the 
eighth and tenth grades?” she 
asked. “I don’t have an answer, but

MCAS results 
called “embarrassing”

WILMINGTON Atrocious. 
Unacceptable. Disappointing, 
Embarrassing. 

All strong words, all of them used 
by School Committee members as 
they reacted to the analysis of this 
year’s MCAS scores for the 
Wilmington School System. 

At its December 13 meeting, 
Assistant Superintendent Lore 
Nielsen provided the committee 
with insights into the performances 
of fourth, eighth and tenth graders 
who took the MCAS exam earlier 
this year. Such analysis was struc- 
tured in a way that compared 
Wilmington’s results with the aver- 
age results seen throughout the 
state of Massachusetts. 

The bottom line: Wilmington’s 
fourth graders excelled on the 
exam, but the town’s eighth and 
tenth graders have a long way to go 
in showing signs of improvement. 

Committee Chairman Stephen 
Peterson, who at times was left 
speechless by the results, offered 
the most scathing responses. 

“I'd be remiss if I didn’t tell you 
that I am extremely disappointed in 
these results,” Chairman Peterson 
told Dr. Nielsen. “You showed us a 
summary (of the MCAS scores) that 
was based on state averages. With 
all due respect, the state takes into 
account the inner city schools, 
which in and of itself makes our 
grades atrocious.”

schools in other communities 

“To be honest, I am disappointed 
in the scores,” said Breakey. “The 
ohe shining moment is the fourth 
graders. I would urge everybody to 
improve this situation because I 
don't believe it is acceptable.” 

Dr. Nielsen assured the commit- 
tee that it was not alone in its dis- 
appointment, insisting that in her 
analysis she was not trying to gloss 
over the results. 

‘We have disappointment in these 
scores, as well,” said Dr. Nielsen. 
“Twill say, however, that while we 
are working to improve our pro- 
gram, every other community is 
doing the same. There's not a 
compelling reason to believe that 
we will leap ahead of everyone else 
when they're working just as hard 
as, we are.” 


Dr. Nielsen expressed hopes that 
MCAS scores will soon improve at 
the tenth grade level because soph 
omores will realize that they need 
to pass the test to graduate high

Committee member Suzanne 
Cushing questioned the wisdom of 
two recent sessions in which teach 
ers were called from their class 
rooms to help analyze the MCAS 
scores.

preted and understood. 

For starters, Dr. Nielsen noted 
that each performance level has 
been divided into five intervals. As 
an example, she stated that on the 
tenth grade English exam, 19% 
of the students who were ranked as 
“Needs Improvement” were at the 
top level of that category. 

Explained Dr. Nielsen, “That 
means that if students could have 
gotten three more raw scores 
right, then they could have moved 
up into the ‘proficient’ category.” 

Dr. Nielsen suggested that a sec- 
ond way to look at the MCAS data 
is to measure this year’s results to 
the ones of previous years. In 
January, the School Department 
will receive a report card from the 
state that will “grade” its perform- 
ance patterns in the three years 
since MCAS testing began. 

If looking at the intervals within 
the test rankings was one way to 
gauge the MCAS results, then 
another way, suggested Dr. 
Nielsen, was to analyze the cate- 
gories within each subject. For 
example, in matters of math, it 
helps to study the performances of 
students in such areas as statistics 
and measurement, as opposed to 
simply regarding the subject as a

The Proper Help 


We must be careful how we help 
our children in an academic set- 
ting. If help is not presented in the 
proper manner, it can be counter 
productive, That extra help that is 
‘done with the best of intentions can 
be perceived ‘as a put down for 
many of the insecure children. In- 
appropriate help can be overlooked 
«for years because of the good intent 
of the teacher or parent. They want 
‘to be effective and will do all they 
can to get results. This sometimes 
means constant observation and 
‘correction. I have found over cor- 
recting to be one of the most devas- 
tating forms of teaching or 
parenting. It can erode the dignity 
and self-esteem of the child. It re- 
ally says that no matter what I do 
it’s never quite right. Without the 
proper encouragement to offset the 
‘effects of over correction on the 
“iehild, chances are he will develop a 
/self esteem problem. 
_ Taking a child out of a class- 
room to receive extra help can also 
‘be a demeaning experience for the 
child, Many times the classroom 
lesson the child is being taken out of 
is a greater loss than the help he is 
to receive. What has he missed by 
‘being taken out? Will some of this 
missed information be presented in 
“a test or a group discussion? The 
extra help may not have the same

importance. However, in many 
cases that extra help is needed but 
how and when can be a dilemma. It 
truly takes’a juggling act to take 
out a child from the classroom at 
the proper time without causing a 
possible stigma. The importance of 
helping too often overshadows the 
feelings of the child. Children by 
nature are very proud; and can 
perceive extra help as meaning they 
are inadequate. If this happens, it 
can cause a loss of self-esteem af- 
fecting motivation, leading toa lack 
of involvement, and a decline in 
grades. 

However, many children need 
and must have extra help. There is 
no perfect or easy solution. Every 
form of help must be scrutinized 
before its use to avoid any possible 
lessening of the child’s self-esteem. 
If possible, any correction or extra 
help should not be given in the 
presence of other children. The most 
effective teaching style for the child 
who is not making it is to prepare 
him in advance for a particular 
lesson or group discussion. Going 
over a particular lesson as many 
times as possible to make sure he 
knows the material is crucial. You 
then expose the child to the class. 
The stumbling and unsureness is no 
longer there to embarrass or de- 
mean. He knows what he’s saying

and is proud to contribute. Most 
important, he gains the respect of 
his peers. 

Children automatically shut 
down when they feel they are going 
to fail. This causes anger, with- 
drawal, non-conformity, anda lack 
of the focus necessary to succeed. 
Some children need that head start 
involved in viewing and participat- 
ing in the academic task. I’ve 
worked with a number of children 
who were victims of this form of 
dilemma. They would never par- 
ticipate unless they were sure of 
success. This procedure can be used 
with a special need student. To 
insure success, the homeroom 
teacher should keep the resource 
teacher informed of what the up- 
coming lessons will be. There are 
also children who are not quite 
eligible for special help who have 
the same need. This head start help 
can be a temporary procedure, giv- 
ing the necessary boost of confi- 
dence that could be eventually sus- 
tained without help. 

This reminds me of a past client 
who never got involved in a class- 
room setting. Afraid to be called 
upon, he would avoid catching the 
eyes of the teacher. Instead he would 
gaze out of the window, as if in a 
trance. While counseling this child 


I could see a greater intelligence 
than was being shown in class. This 
especially came through when he 
spoke of subjects he knew. Like 
most individuals, we do our best 
when we feel confident and sure of 
ourselves. Knowing the subject 
matter and what we are talking 
about gives us all confidence. Inthe 
past the child had tried, but felt 
stupid, because his presentation was 
never quite acceptable. He had no 
intention of being humiliated again 
until he was sure of a positive out- 
come. The head start procedure 
gave back his dignity and belief in 
himself. He is now excelling inclass 
that had imprisoned his mind. This 
child had stopped academic func- 
tioning for one year. Unless this 
manipulation had been imple- 
mented, this lack of interest might 
have been confirmed. 

The fear of failure should always 
be taken into account before seek- 
ing other more complicated and 
time-consuming solutions.

Valence gets the OK

It didn't take long for Valence 
Nwachukwu to make an impact on 
the Wilmington High boys' basket- 
ball team. But it did take him longer 
to officially get on the team. Not 
because he wasn't good enough, 
because he is. 

On Tuesday afternoon, just about 
two hours before the team's third 
game of the season, Nwachukwu 
was granted a waiver in his appeal 
case from the Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association a 
week after the same organization 
denied him the right to play high 
school basketball. 

Nwachukwu moved to Massa- 
chusetts from Nebraska, Omaha to 
live with his father, Alex. They first 
lived in Woburn for the first few 
months of this school season before 
they found a home to live in here in 
Wilmington. 

Originally the MIAA granted a 
waiver to Valence (every transfer 
student must get a waiver from the 
MIAA in order to play, no matter 
the sport), but took it back hours 
before the team's opening game 
last Tuesday night. The MIAA never 
gave any reasons for taking the 
waiver back. Wilmington appealed 
the decision, and it was heard on 
Tuesday afternoon. Valence and 
his family, along with coach Jim 
McCune, Athletic Director Jim 
Gillis, and Principal Eddie Woods 


all made presentations on behalf of 
the student-athlete. 

The MIAA board asked ques- 
tions to Valence and his family and 
then the panel deliberated amongst 
themselves and came back to the 
room granting Nwachukwu the 
waiver he needed to play. The 6-2 
junior point guard played on Tues- 
day night, scored 19 points includ- 
ing five 3-pointers to help the Wild- 
cats win 74-55 over Lynnfield. 

"Oh whata relief," said Valence, 
with a big laugh. "I'm glad it's over 
.. boy I am happy it's over, The 
team, the school, the coach, my 
family, this town - everyone's been 
behind me and I can't thank them 
enough. Now I just want to play my 
game and have some fun." 

Coach Jim McCune also is re- 
lieved. 

“We're happy with the decision," 
he said. "We're thrilled to have him 
part of our team. I think he adds a 
lot to our team, and he gives us a lot 
of versatility as well." 

Nwachukwu said he has never 
gone through such emotions than 
he has in this past week in his entire 
life. 

"It was the hardest week of my 
life," he said. "Besides an injury, it 
was the first time in my life when 
someone told me I couldn't play 
basketball. That was very tough. 
But my family, my friends, the 
team and my coaches all helped me 


through it." 

Nwachukwu is a talented bas- 
ketball player. He showed that in 
his first game asa Wildcat. But he's 
also very rusty and he'll be the first 
to tell you that. On the first day of 
practice he suffered an ankle sprain 
and was out the next eight days. He 
then practiced for a few days be- 
fore last week's MIAA decision. 

"He's only practiced about eight 
days with us," said coach Jim 
McCune. "Hedidn't have command 
of the ball tonight because he hasn't 
practiced with us all that much and 
his conditioning is not there yet." 

As for the player, he just grins, 
chuckles and says there's alot more 
to come. 

"I'm not even close [to where I 
want to be]," he said. "Maybe, 
maybe I'm at 30 percent. I haven't 
got the swing into it yet. But once 
we all get the swing of things a loss 
for us will be rare - very rare. I'm 
serious too.

Senior wrestler crowned champ of tournament 


Sollazzo off to an 
impressive start

Last year Marc Sollazzo had as- 
pirations to join teammate Pat 
Heffernan as a state champion for 
the Wilmington High wrestling 
team. That didn't happen. Sollazzo, 
a junior at the time, said he got 
caught in a fluke move and got 
pinned in the early stages of the 
meet, but was able to-come back 
and finish third in the Division 3 
state meet. 

Now once again this season 
Sollazzo has those same aspirations 
and then some. He would like to 
become a state champion and he 
would also like to become an all- 
state champion which would be 
Wilmington's first in school his- 
tory. If this week was any indica- 
tion of what's to come, Sollazzo 
could very well be on his way to 
achieving those goals. 

On Saturday, Sollazzo had four 
matches during the 15th annual Sons 
of Italy Wrestling tournament held 
at WHS. Inhis first match he pinned 
his opponent in 38 seconds. The 
second match he pinned his oppo- 
nent in 76 seconds. The third? 3:45. 
The fourth and final match? 1:38. 

Not a bad day's work at all. 

"Once I get out there, I don't 
stop," said the 152-pound champion 
of the tournament, who is now 5-0 
onthe season. "I like to win. If Llose 
I take it very seriously, and that 
makes me work even harder." 

Sollazzo realized last year that 
he did have some more work to do 


after losing in the state semi-finals. 
His off-season work was once again 
brutal going to camps, and basi- 
cally working his tail off every 
minute he got so he would be ready 
to go come the Monday after 
Thanksgiving when tryouts begun. 
He also witnessed what Heffernan 
did last year - he saw all the pande- 
monium when Heffernan won with 
two-seconds left in the match and 
healso saw all of the chaos when he 
pinned his opponent just 98 seconds 
into the final match on Saturday. 

"It's something I will remember 
for the rest of my life," he said. "All 
of my friends were up in the stands 
and everyone who walked by me 
kept pumping me up. And when I 
won, everyone went nuts, they all 
stormed me. It was great." 

Sollazzo has been a part of the 
program since he was a skinny 
freshman scared to get "tooled on". 
Since then he has bulked up, he has 
won his share of matches, he has 
gained a lot of experience and he 
also taken on the role of leader. 

"I feel that I'm expected to go out 
and win," he said. "To set an ex- 
ample for the team. Everyone on 
the team is working so hard, we're 
all like dogs. I can't slack off in 
practice, because if I did then I 
wouldn't be expected to win and 
people wouldn't take me seriously. 
It's not pressure to win, I don't feel 
that. But when you work this hard, 
you expect it." 

And it's in the practice room 


where Sollazzo can work on his 
moves. He says he doesn't have a 
set move, like Heffernan did 
year with his head lock and scis- 
sors. 


"I want them to slip up," said 
Sollazzo. "No matter the move - a 
half, a headlock, double grips, I 
wait to see how they get out of a 
situation and once they slip up and 
I go get them. When I'm on top I'll 
go for the back points, but if they 
put their arm out too far then I'll 
put them on their back, When I'm 
on my feet, I'm very aggressive - I 
don't wait for them. I try to take 
them down right away and so far 
that strategy has worked." 

Nowas asenior who has enjoyed 
a superb first week of the season, 
Sollazzo has been through a lot over 
his last few years. During that time, 
of all of coach Mike Pimental's 
intense practices, and the minutes 
he spent on his own time whether 
working out or going to camps 
across the country, Sollazzo has 
realized that there's a purpose for 
all of this madness. 

"It's definitely worthit all. Coach 
always said it would be when I was 
a freshman and a sophomore. I 
didn't think then that it would pay 
off, but all of a sudden last year it 
hit me and he was right," said 
Sollazzo. 

And Sollazzo hopes that in a few 
months, his aspirationsand his hard 
work will pay off when the state and 
all-state meets arrive.

She has cre- 
ated a new organization dedicat- 
ed to helping local homeless 
people, called Help Homeless 
People, Inc. 

“T started it in August, and 
then incorporated it in October’ 
said Doucette, who grew up in 
Wakefield and whose mother 
grew up on Libby Avenue in 
Reading. ‘I want this to be a 
charity that works. I’ve always 
been involved in social causes. I 
hate the fact that there are 
homeless: 

“Help Homeless People, Inc., 
works by holding benefit dances 
and parties at local facilities, 
with all proceeds (after operat 
ing costs are covered) going to 
homeless shelters throughout 
Boston which provide beds and 
services for homeless people. 

“I am concentrating on 
Boston shelters right now, 
because that’s where the home- 
less go, even those that come 
from the suburbs, said 
Doucette. 

“Her first benefit was a 
brunch held at the Lord 
Wakefield Hotel, which raised 
$1,034 for four Boston shelters -

Veterans. Her second benefit, an 
Irish Night at the West Side 
Social Club, didn’t fare as well, 
largely, she believes, on a late 
start publicizing the event and 
poor timing (the event was held 
on Friday, October 27, a night 
when many people were attend- 
ing Halloween parties). 

“The third event was a Baby 
Boomer’s Reunion Party.... 
Susan is also planning a benefit 
that will likely take place at the

Children who 
stutter have 
concerns 


Stuttering is a frustration and 
embarrassing problem for mil- 
lions of people, but it can be 
especially tough on elementary 
school-age stutterers. 

Now some new help is avail- 
able for parents, teachers, and 
the speech-language patholo- 
gists at the Melrose Free Public 
Library in the form of a video- 
tape designed specifically to 
help school-age children who 
stutter. 

“It’s meant to give speech- 
language pathologists the tools 
they need to deal with stuttering 
in this age group, but it also 
offers good ideas for parents 
and teachers,” said Professor 
Peter Ramig of the University of 
Colorado at Boulder. Ramig is 
one of five nationally recognized 
experts appearing in the video 
produced by the nonprofit 
Stuttering Foundation of 
America. 

The video features students 
from first through sixth grade, 
some of whom talk about their 
experiences with stuttering. 

The 38-minute video, entitled 
Therapy in Action: the School- 
age Child Who Stutters, is being 
distributed free of charge to 
public libraries nationwide. For

Burlington 

“In presenting an update on 
his building to the School 
Committee recently, Fox Hill 
Principal Richard Benowitz said 
the need to decrease class sizes 
at the elementary level may 
become more urgent as time 
passes,” notes the Burlington 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Our first priority is to build 
an effective way to improve 
instructions, said Benowitz. ‘I 
would suggest a decrease in 
class sizes in the early grades 
and suggest instructional assis- 
tants in all the first grades.’ 

“That would help ‘in terms of 
instructional groups,’ said 
Benowitz, adding that ‘special 
education laws are becoming 
more restrictive. That could 
also affect instruction, he said. 

“‘So if we’re serious about 
improving instruction, that 
would be our number one priori- 
ty (reduction in class sizes and 
instructional aides). 

“Another priority should be 
teachers’ supplies, because with 
regard to today’s curriculum, 
Benowitz believes they are in 
short supply. 

“Teachers are challenged to 
find materials to align to the 
curriculum frameworks,’ said 
Benowitz. ‘The bottom line is we 
have to purchase new materials 
to keep up with the challenges of 
aligning the curriculum...” 


Wish list in 
Woburn 


“After lengthy discussion, the 
City Council’s Finance 
Committee gave favorable rec- 
ommendations to appropriations 
for the School Department, the 
Police Department and the 
Department of Public Works,” 
notes the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Both the school and police 
items drew lengthy discussion, 
while the DPW item, a transfer 
of insurance reimbursement 
money from the general fund to 
a DPW account, related to an 
accident DPW Supt. Fred 
Russell reportedly had in a city 
truck earlier this year, was a 
formality quickly approved. 

“The school matter was a 
request for an appropriation of 
$113,000, state money that 
became available in the final 
state budget. 

“School Supt. Dr. Carl 
Batchelder said that due to the 
timing the Legislature set it up 
so that the additional funds go 
back to the general fund, but 
clearly indicated its will was 
that the funds go toward educa- 
tion. 

“The vote of the City Council 
is required to make that happen. 

“The School Committee voted 
to request the funds, as is 
required, and approved a spend- 
ing plan of $7,000 for instrumen- 
tal lessons/instruments; $4,075 
for middle school alternative 
classroom supplies and equip- 
ment (in anticipation of hiring 
staff next year); $6,000 for 
library books; $6,000 for desks 
and chairs; $40,000 for profes- 
sional development (which the 
school department is required to 
pay for but cut back on signifi- 
cantly when the budget was

“Ward 3 Alderman Scott 
Galvin, however, noted the 
school budget ‘went up $2.5 mil- 
lion last year’ and wondered 
whether the request would have 
been higher. 

“To me, it seems like we 
already have given the schools a 
sufficient amount of funds...and 
the Legislature is just paying us 
back for our generosity? Galvin 
said. 

“That's a way of looking at 
it,’ said Mayor Rot 2rt Dever, 
‘but it is Chapter 70 money and 
there are needs...” 


A rebirth in 


Winchester 

“When the school year began, 
it not only marked the rebirth of 
the McCall Middle School follow- 
ing a two-year, nearly $18 mil- 
lion renovation and expansion, 
but it also meant the reopening 
of a rejuvenated Youth Center,” 
notes the Winchester edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Located at the McCall, the 
Youth Center is a program 
developed by the Recreation 
Department to offer a safe, fun 
place for kids. For eleven years, 
the Youth Center has provided a 
convenient place where students 
can comfortably spend their 
time after school. 

“Yet, during the two-years of 
renovation at McCall, not only 
were middle school students dis- 
placed, but the Youth Center 
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was aio ‘without a home, 
according to Rebecca 
director of Youth Center. 

“The school’s three grade lev- 
els (sixth, seventh and eighth) 
were each sent to a different 
location, so-called swing space, 
for the duration of the construc- 
vacant Mystic School, the 
Parkhurst and available space 
at the high school for the stu- 
dents. 

“That effectively divided the 

Youth Center into, as Levine 
said, ‘two makeshift rooms’ one 
room each for the sixth and sev- 
enth graders. 
“One of the most important 
functions for the Youth Center is 
to provide a place for kids to 
hang out, but over the past two 
years, the Youth Center had dif- 
ficulty fulfilling that role. 

“Although, according to peer 
leader Alysson Nolan, during 
that period, ‘there would be the 
hard-core five or six (kids) that 
would just always stay,’ most 
students would not use the Youth 
Center. 

“As Levine said, ‘We had min- 
imal space, (and) because we 
didn't have a lot of space we 
didn’t have a lot of equipment 
for either (location). It was hard 
for the kids. There wasn’t a lot 
to offer the kids’ 

“Even though the Youth 
Center has continued to sponsor 
many events such as Rock for 
Youth, Fantastic Fun Friday, 
and Ageless Follies, student 
attendance was also low. As 
Levine said, ‘Last year we had 
our Movie Madness 
marathon...and if that’s the | 
coolest thing you could possibly 
do as an eighth grader, then I : 
don’t know what is. And yet, 
nobody showed up. 

“Included as part of the bud- 
get for the renovation of McCall 
was the funding to create a new 
and improved Youth Center. 
With a spacious new area, 
equipment and furniture, the 
prospects for the ‘Youth | Center’s

with shotguns are on hand to 
protect any team member that 
comes into danger by the snakes 
or the ‘gators. 

‘The classes include the use of 
lethal and non-lethal weapons; 
legal ramifications of the work; 
strategy sessions; and case stud- 
ies of operations from around 
the world that worked and even 
those that did not work. 

“In the classrooms you hear a 
lot of thoughts,” Thistle said. 

He noted that the classroom 
situations usually consist of 
sharing case studies and devis- 


ing plans that are then opened 
for discussion. 

“A lot of the training is 
focused on the use of non-lethal 
weaponry.” 

All of the classrooms give the 
participating officer the benefit 
of the experience from other 
participants from around the 
world. In the past, teams from 
Germany, Hungary, Bosnia, 
Canada, England and Kuwait 
have participated. 

All of the competition events 
involve a sniper/observer com- 
ponent from the team. In the 
first event, the teams must han- 
dle a hostage rescue situation. 

As the sniper and observer 
look on the rest of the team 
must enter a building and nego- 
tiate with the hostage takers 
using a good cop/bad cop sce- 
nario. 

The officers are graded heav- 
ily on the quality of the shots 
that are taken and on the time 
to complete the event. 

On the second day, fully 
equipped, the officers must 
negotiate their way through a 12 
foot window to gain entry to a 
repel tower. They must then 
climb the 80 foot tower and rig 
the lines so they can repel off of 
it to another window and negoti- 
ate their way out of the window 
while taking out the threat pre- 
sented by enemy targets. 

The third event is an officer 
rescue event. The team must 
cross the 48 foot wide reptile 
infested creek on pre-set lines. 
Once they have made it across, 
one of the officers will be desig- 
nated as “down” and will not 
participate in the rest of the 
event, 

The,remaining team mem- 
bers must eliminate the threat 
while completing an obstacle 
course and then return and 
retrieve the downed officer. 
After the retrieval they must get 
the downed officer back to the 
beginning point on the other 
side of the creek. 

One of the obstacles involves

a simulated gas attack and 
therefore the competitors must 
be wearing gas masks during 
the event. 


The fourth event is one that 
Thistle is looking forward to 
participating in. It is an individ- 
ual event for the title Top SWAT 
Cop. 

The event involves a “gru- 
elling four mile obstacle course 
that involves hand-gun, shot-gun 
and automatic rifle shooting.” A 
total of 58 officers take part in 
the event. 

“In 1996 I took second place 
and was beat out by a Los 
Angeles officer by 1/10 of a sec- 
ond,” Thistle said. 

He described the officers 
from Los Angeles, California 
and those from Dallas, Texas as 
machines. 

“If I’m physically capable at 
age 45,” Thistle said, “I will try 
again. I'm probably one of the 
oldest competing this year.” 

Thistle and Sheehan are the 
senior officers on the team. 
Sheehan has been a member of 
the SOU for 10 to 11 years and 
Thistle has been a member for 
15 years. The rest of the team 
averages about eight years with 
the Unit. 

This will be a return year for 
Morlani, who has not been able 
to participate in the Florida con- 
tests for the past two years. 

According to Thistle, “The 
stress level (of the training and 
the competition) are really high 
so that when we are in the real 
thing the officers will know 
what to expect.” 

The NEMLEC SOU has been 
in existence since 1984 and 
Thistle estimates they have seen 
action about 200 times. The Unit 
is called out in situations requir- 
ing their special talents and can 
respond to any one of 26 commu- 
nities that participate in NEM- 
LEC. 

“Most of the responses have 
been calls about barricaded sub- 
jects and no-knock drug raids,” 
Thistle said. “The only time we 
are called is when there is a 
threat of someone with a 
weapon with the intent of using 
it against another individual.” 

Because of their specialized 

training, the Unit has also been 
called out to protect both former 
President George Bush and 
President William Clinton dur- 
ing visits the two have made to 
this area.

"Tile art” for kids; 


Mosaics are a fun way to turn 
leftover tiles into objects of art. 


Back in popularity, mosaics 
have actually been around since 
very primitive times. The age- 
old art simply involves assem- 
bling many small pieces of 
stones, tiles, glass and other 
found objects to create an inter- 
esting piece. 


For your first piece, try deco- 
rating a clay pot with a mosaic 
pattern. 


Collect your leftover tile 
pieces and put them in a shoe 
box so you can see what you've 
got. Take your clay pot and 
rough it up a little with sandpa- 
per so your adhesive will have 
something to stick to. Decide 
where you want to put your tile 
pieces, making a pattern, if you 
want, or just arranging them 
randomly. 

Make sure you're wearing 
latex or rubber gloves for the 
next part. Use a craft stick to 
spread a thin layer of adhesive 
onto the tile back. You will want 
to add enough adhesive so it will 
stick, but you don’t want too 
much because it will spill over 
the edge. Be sure te press the 
tile firmly against the pot. 

When you're finished, let the 
pot sit for day to be sure the 
adhesive has had a chance to 
stick. Next it's time to apply the 
grout. 

“If you plan to leave the pot 
outside, select a sandy, water- 
proof grout when you go to your 
home center, “ said Ana Campo, 
an expert with The Home Depot. 
“This will keep the moisture 


from destroying your art. If 
you’re keeping .it indoors, a 
smooth grout is fine.” 

Put your gloves back on. 
Using the manufacturer’s 
instructions, mix the grout you 
think you’ll need with water. You 
can apply it to your pot using a 
damp sponge or you can use 
your gloved fingers. Gently work 
the grout between the pieces, 
making sure it is smooth and

CCCS recommends the follow- 


ing, to keep noliday entertaining 
costs low: 
PLANNING AND SHOPPING: 

* Make a List Check it Twice. 
Write down everything you'll 
need. Be sure to include quanti- 
ties for each item. This may 
seem obvious, but many people 
go into a store and simply “wing 
it.” Take it from the personal 
financial management experts - 
poor planning leads to over- 
spending and wastefulness, Your 
shopping list should include 
food, drinks, paper goods, deco- 
rating items and more. 

« Create a budget. The 
amount you allot for entertain- 
ing should come from a larger 
overall holiday spending plan 
that takes into account all the 
expenses associated with the 
holiday season, your total house- 
hold expenses and total monthly 
income.
